kinds. Continued rains have re- 
tarded the cultivation of corn and 
tobacco; consequently, these 
crops have suffered for want of 
proper cultivation. There is quite 
a number of complaints that 
wheat is sprouting in the shock. 
It is difficult to estimate the 
damage done in this way, as only 
a small part of it has been thres- 
hed. Barring the damage done 
by recent rains, the oat crop is a 
good one— probably the best for 
several years. The rye crop is a 
fair one. With good weather to' 
cultivate the tobacco, it promises 
a good one. The acreage of bur- 
ley seems to have a small in- 
crease over last year. There is a 
material falling oil in acreage of 
the dark types. Grasses promise 
excellent results, except in a few 
counties, where timothy does not 
seem to have done well. The po- 
tato crop is full up to an average. 
Live stock, generally, in good con- 
dition, one county reporting 
"pink eye" in horses and one re- 
porting same disase among cat- 
tle; only one county reporting 
any disease among hogs. 

Increase of Taxes. 

The State Board of Equaliza- 
tion has completed its work for 
the present year and has certified 
to the Auditor of Public Accounts 
for collection taxes for State and 
county purposes aggregating 
222,445 45. The increase in tax- 
es over last year is $518,724 4ii. 
Of the aggregate Powell county 
pays 8,942 45. As compared with 
last year there is an increase in 
the value of taxable property 
of 18,840,284. The greatest, in- 
crease is in the value of farm 
lands, which amounts to $10,447,- 
177, the average equalized value 
per acre being 11.07.

Governor Beckham has written 
a letter to Insurance Commis- 
sioner H. li.
